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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Elizabeth Doherty on 10/23/2007. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

Cancel claims 20-24, 27-30, 33, 50-56. 
In claim 49, 

line 2, delete, "a noncovalently binding inhibitor of thrombin activity" and insert, — 
benzamidine or p-aminobenzamidine— , line 3, delete, "at least one soluble calcium salt" 
and insert, — calcium chloride — , 

lines 5-9, delete, " a sugar, 
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a sugar alcohol, 
an amino acid, 

a salt of a mono- or polycarboxylic acid, or 

a salt of a mono- or polyhydroxycarboxylic acid " 

and insert 

l-histidine, 
mannitol, 

sodium succinate, 
sodium lactate, or 
l-arginine — - 

line 12, delete, "is more than 70 %" and insert, —over 70-80 %— . 

Claim 58, lines 1-2, delete, "a sugar alcohol at a maximum concentration of 2 % 
(w/v)" and insert, —mannitol at a concentration of 1-2 % (w/v)— . 

Claim 59, lines 2-3, "a sugar, a sugar alcohol, an amino acid, a salt of a mono- or 
polycarboxylic acid, or a salt of a mono- or polyhydroxycarboxylic acid" and insert, — 
l-histidine, mannitol, sodium succinate, sodium lactate, or l-arginine . 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: an appeal 
conference was held on 10/5/2007 with Terry Mc Kelvey and Michael Woodward and it 
was decided that the 35 USC 103 rejection would be dropped and that the 35 USC 112, 
first paragraph enablement and new matter rejections would be maintained. Applicant 
agreed to limit the claims to what the enablement and new matter rejections addressed 
and thus the case is allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
